The plointiff admitted having exsmiued 
the Hoen as to its quality, but be had not 
undone the bale so as to vorify the quantity, 
and farther about two hours after the-com- 
pletion of the transaction, énd after he had 
paid for the goods, he cut «ff and sold 20 
yards of the linen to the captain of a ship. 
it was arranged however that he was only 
to reaelve-the same price that he had paid. 

Mr Wotton contended that the linen was 
of double width and that there had boon 
no misrepresentation made, and that as Mr 
Vincenot had sold a portion of the linon 
after the bargain had n concluded, he 
could not come to this Court to get redress 
for having made a silly bargain. Tho goods 
wore notsold hy sample but in bulk, and he 
had every opportunity of testing not only 
the quality, but also the quantity of the 
materials he was buying. Lt the Court was 
to give redress in the caso of every silly or 
foolish bargain that was made, there would 
be an end of all commercial transactions 
whatever. 

His Lordsbip said he was sorry to 
think he would have to noo-suit Mr 
Vinconot, as no doubt a mlsrepresentation 
bad been made, bat the linen was 
before him, and be might have examined it 
and ascertained if it was as represented, 
but as he had oat off and sold 20 yards, he 
had adopted the transaction. If a person 
in so careless in his dealings the Court could 
not help him out of his difficulty. He 
ought to have communicated at once with 
Mr Cohen when he discovered the iisre- 
presentation and repudiated the contract,
